New Strain Planted 
As Experiment; 
Gins Are Improved 


Greatest cotton crop. ever 
grown in the Woodville, Poplar 
and Porterville districts is seen 
as a possibility by ginners and 
farmers for the 1947 season, 
with early indications pointing 
toward a bumper yield even 
though acreage is somewhat low- 
er than the record, 1937 year. 

With cotton reported to be 
about two weeks ahead. of its 
average season, the outlook “‘is as 
good as we have ever had,” ac- 
cording to ginners, although they 
add that actual yield depends 
upon cotton development during 
the next two months or so. 

NEW STRAIN PLANTED 

Of considerable potential im- 
portance is the planting of about 
260 acres of the newly develop- 
ed strain of Acala, A4-42 by 
growers in the Woodville and 
Poplar areas. 

This strain was developed at 
the Agricultural Experiment sta- 
tion at Shafter and was placed 
in the hands of farmers on an 
experimental basfs for the first 
time this season. 

The A-4-42 strain shows con- 
siderable promise, since it is wilt 
resistant and apparently a heavy 
producer. It is said to grow less 
rank than the Acala strain that 
has been used for the past years, 
making it more adaptable to 
mechanical picking: 

The seed was distributed from 
the Experiment station to gin-

IS A VISITOR 
FROM THE SOUTH 


If Johnson grass is causing 
you worry and work, and it 
probably is, it might interest 
you to know that a man by the 
name of Col. William Johnson 
first grew this grass — actu- 
ally planted it—extensively in 
South Carolina in 1840. 

The grass was introduced from 
Turkey into South Carolina, ac- 
cording to U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Bulletin No. 1433, 
in the year 1830 by a planter 
who had been sent by Governor 
Means of South Carolina to in- 
struct the Turks in cotton cul- 
ture. 

Johnson grass is also called 
Aleppo grass, racehorse grass, 
false guinea grass and evergreen 
millet. But by any other name, 
it is still a nuisayce.

slap them down, stop slapping 
and get' at the problem from the 
standpoint of permanent elim- 
ination, for according to V. 
R. Gunderson, Tulare County 
Health department representa- 
tive in Porterville, you can 
rid your farm of mosquitoes in 
.a couple of weeks if you really 
set your mind to it. 

First ‘point to consider 
that mosquitoes must have 
water~to reproduce, so take a 
look around for spots where 
water can accumulate—in low 
areas where waste 
water collects; in old cans or

TREAT WITH OIL ‘ 

And after you find these spota, 
drain them if possible; if not 
possible, treat them with kero- 
sene, stove oil or waste motor 
oil diluted with kerosene. If you 
use ditch irrigation, keep the 
ditch bank free from vegetation 
so that the water remains in 
motion. 

If you do these things, it 
is likely that you will eliminate 
your mosquito problem in about 
two weeks, states Gunderson 

The problem of mosquito con- 
trol is more than a problem of 
eliminating a personal nuisance. 
There is a definite health factor 
involved, according to Gunder- 
son, for mosquitoes are respon- 
sible for the spread of several 
serious diseases, among them, 
malaria, yellow. fever, dengue 
and filariasis, the later common- 
ly known ag sleeping sickness. 

EGGS ON WATER 

It takes from seven to fifteen 
days for a mosquito to develop, 
Gunderson points out. The ‘life 
cycle starts when the mature 
mosquito lays eggs on the sur- 
face of water, usually on quiet, 
sheltered water. After about one 
day, the eggs hatch into larvae * 
or “wigglers” which feed on 
small water organisms and dis- 
intigrated organic material in 
the water. 

When they finanisie full. grown, 
they are about one-eigth inch 
in length, and, after about five 
days, in the larvae stage; they 
pass to the pupae stage. Since 
the pupae has no mouth, it eats 
nothing, and, after. a day or 
two splits down the back and 
the adult, winged mosquito ap- 
pears. It floats on the surface of 
the water until its wings dry 
and harden, then flies off, 

: SOME HIBERNATE 

Mosquitoes do not breed in 
weeds, shrubs or tall grass, Gun- 
derson says, although they -do 
spend considerable time in such 
Places; but the life cycle of 


the mosquito must be completed 
in water. 


Although mosquitoes baie 
been kept alive in laboratories 
for as long as five months and 
some individuals of certain spe- 
cies hibernate over the winter, 
practical mosquito control work 
usually results in a complete 


- absence of mosquitoes in two 


weeks after control work, or

SIGNIFICANT 

Quite possibly the advent of 
the mechanical cotton picker in 
this community marks the beginn- 
ing of the end for cotton picking 
farm laborers. And from the 
national standpoint, as well as 
a community standpoint, the me- 
chanical cotton picker is of great 
economic significance, for its use 
will mean the elimination of a 
great amount of hand labor on 
the farm front. Those persons who 
believe that mechanical picking 
of cotton should be discouraged, 
as a protective measure for the 
working man, should bear in mind 
that if all labor-saving devises 
had been discouraged throughout 
the history of this nation, pro- 
gress would have reversed itself 
and our great industrial growth 
would have been impossible.

mechanical cotton picker, and all 
other labor-saving machines into 
our economy, not to discourage 
such things.

families from other centers in California. 
Fortunately, action is being taken in Tulare county. At a recent 
.. meeting of the sub-committee of the County Farm Labor Advisory

following September 30 when the Labor Branch, Production and 
Marketing administration of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture discontinues administration and operation of the centers.

Dairymen, at a meeting held 
recently at the L. M. Gilbert and 
Son. dairy on Westwood drive, 
were urged by G. L. Pelissier, as- 
sistant farm ‘advisor, to closely 
watch the presently fluctuating 
feed market and to familiarize 
themselves with the digestible 
protein and nutrient content of 
the various types of feed. they 
purchase in order that they may 
get maximum value from their 
feed dollars spent. 

Pelissier stated that under 
present conditions dairymen, can 
buy locally mixed feed almost as 
cheaply as they can mix feed 
themselves. He also stated that 
it is possible to purchase the 
various items of the desired feed 
mix, then have the mix prepared 
commercially. 

He pointed out that with prices 
of feed products varying as they 
are at present substitutions of
